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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Claim 
20 recites "identifying a feature set of a source file" and "assembling the feature set in a buffer." It just means that after the identifying step, 
the feature set, is assembled in the buffer. Claim 20 does not necessarily mean that the identifying of the feature set in the source file is 
done prior to being stored in a buffer. 

Applicant points out on paragraphs [0063]-[0064], that in Grobbler, the source data is moved into temporary storage and then analyzed for 
tags. 

It is true. In Gobbler, analyzing the tags for the table structure in the source data and selecting only tags suitable for a target table to import 
to the target file ([0067]-[0069], [0071]) are considered equivalent to assembling the feature set in a buffer since said steps are carried for 
combining table tags in the temporary memory. 
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
